At Last Minute Mercy Saves Girl's 
Blind Slayer ---Cowan’s Secret is 
Locked Behind Life Bars 


USTICE has .executed murf- 
derers in many stages of dis- 
ability. Some have gone 
raving to their doom. Some 
have been shot through a 
gallows trap tied to a chair 
because they had not the strength to 
stand. Others have been killed hur- 
riedly, out of the scheduled order, so 
that the electric chair or the rope 
might not be cheated. And some 
have been led to thetr end, gropingly, 
because they could not see. 

Harry Cowan would have had to 
grope his way to the electric chair 
had justice exacted the penalty pre- 
scribed for him. For Cowan was 
blind. More than that, he was par- 
tially deaf, and without the sense of 
taste. He was Cowan, the Blind 
Slayer—a_ pititul case. 

Justice had not the heart to execute 
such a poor unfortunate. Justice, 
whose heart must so often be hard- 
ened to pity, could not go the limit 
with this man. After many months In 
the death house he was saved. He 
who had sought death himself after 
Slaying the young woman he could 
not bear to lose, now has the ques- 
tionable boon of life in eternal dark- 
ness. 


“My name is Harry W. Cowan. I 
was born November 12, 1871. My 
address 1s 50 East 61st street. [ am 
a member of the B. P.-O. E., Lodge 
2299, and have been a member 20 
Vear’rs., 

“My mother graduated from a con- 
vent in Montreal. My father gradu- 
ated from Eton. I did not go far in 
public school. The fault was mine. 
I was a bad boy, no matter how hard 
I tried to be a good boy. Please for- 
give all. Good-by. 

“HARRY W,COWAN.” 

On a night in late December, 1925, 
detectives found the above message 
on the dresser in the dining room of 
a studio apartment on Poplar street, 
Brooklyn. To reach the dresser the 
detectives had to step over two fig- 
ures on the floor. 

One was the body of Cowan, He 
had been shot in the head, but he was 
still alive. 

The other was the body of Edith 
M. Burton, 27-year-old stenographer. 
She was dead. 

She had been an attractive girl. 
But now that was gone. Her face 
was staring and hideous with blood. 


Cdith M. Burton. the murdered 
girl. 


All the allurements of life and youth 
and womanhood had been shot away. 

lhe first news of the tragedy had 
been brought to the Poplar street po- 
lice station nearby by the young wom- 
an’s mother, Mrs. Ada Burton. “She 


had been shopping and had come 
home to find the two bodies on the 
floor in the dining room, a few feet 


from ain illuminated Christmas tree. 
Distracted Mother. 
Neighbors had heard shafts, and 


had been still wondering about the 


noises when the woman arrived home, 


The revolver lay on the floor beside 
Cowan’s right hand. The young 
woman had been shot in the head and 
throat. 

“My poor daughter!—my _ poor 
daughter!’> moaned the distracted 
mother as the detectives tried to glean 
some information from her. “I told 
her she should give him up. He must 
have done it because she wouldn't 
marry him.” 

Mrs. Burton said she had known 
the man both as Harry Cowan and 
as Arthur Rogers. A notebook found 
on the man gave his address as 702 
Quincy street, Brooklyn. Mrs. Bur- 
ton said he had been attentive to her 
daughter for two years. He drank. to 
excess, she said. She had urged 
Edith to discontinue the friendship. 

That was all that became known 
the night of the shooting.

Jesus Christ is the Leader of our 
race. Emerson says: ‘‘Jesus has not 
so much written as plowed His name 
in human history.”

In 1823 Nathaniel Emmon, preach- 
ed a sermon on ‘The Departure of 
the People From God,” in which he 
bewails the lack of family discipline, 
the desecration of the Sabbath, and 
disbelief of the’ word of God. One 
hundred years before this Jonathan 
Edwards lamented the religious dull- 
ness and the almost universal preva- 
lence of immortality.

From St. Paul’s first epistle to the 
Corinthians we learn that they were 
divided into four factions, some had 
fallen into gross immorality, and the 
holy communion was degraded into a 
festive banquet. St. John writes to 
seven churches in Asia Minor and only 
two escape severe rebuke. 

When were the good old days? 

Was it when the early Christians 
were burned to light up the garden 
of a Roman enperor? 

Was it when the Roman Catholic 
church burned heretics? Was it when 
the Protestant church persécuted Uni- 
tarians? Was it when the church of 
England persecuted the Puritans? 
Was it when the Puritans persecuted 
Quakers and Baptists? Was it when 
the Episcopal church — persecuted 
Methodists? 

Was it when the Methodists virtu- 
ally drove from the ranks William 
Booth, of the Salvation Army? De- 
spite our sins and follies for which 
we should repent, we are living in the 
best days the world has ever seen. 
Christ has not died in vain and hu- 
manity sweeps onward and upward. 

In ptoneer days an old man and his 
wife were moving from Ohio to Ne- 
braska. “They reached the Mississippi 
river and had to camp several days. 
The old man went down to the river’s 
hank to get a bucket of water and 
was astonished to see the water going 
in the wrong direction. He said to 
his wife, why I thought this river ran 
from north to south.
